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snow removal regulations

Grayling City officials are fore- 
warning commercial property own- 
ers that new snow not properly 
plowed in the New Year will result 
in civil infractions. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that heavy snowfall that 
occurred in the second week of 
December prompted officials to 
gear up its enforcement for the com- 
munity's snow removal ordinance in 


2010. 

The snow removal ordinance was 
adopted last year to address com- 
mercial property owners along the 
I-75 Business Loop, where large 
piles of snow were pushed into the 
road right-of-way, killing trees and 
landscaping meant to beautify the 
corridor and blocking the visibility 
of motorists entering and leaving 
parking lots in the business district. 

Under the ordinance, all business- 
es, residences and public entities, 


whether owner, occupant or agent, 
shall attend to all snowfall that accu- 
mulates over two inches in a 24- 
hour period to protect the safety and 
welfare of the general public. 
Efforts shall be made to eliminate 
hazards that snow accumulations 
create. 

All owners or occupants of com- 
mercial properties with parking 
areas for public use shall designate 
snow storage areas on site. Snow 
removed from commercial parking 


lots shall not be placed on property 
of others, on any public roadway of 
public right-of-way. If snow 
exceeds its on site storage capacity, 
the owner or occupant shall have the 
snow hauied off premises. 

No residential property owner, 
occupant, or agent shall place snow 
on public roadways or public rights- 
of-way that creates a public hazard, 
impedes vehicular traffic flow or 
impairs a driver's vision.

Three teenage Ohio girls were thrown 
from their snowmobiles last week when 
they failed to notice a corner on a trail. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
said that Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies along Mobile Medical Response 
and the Frederic Township Fire and Rescue 
were dispatched to a snowmobile personal 
injury accident in Grayling Township on 
Lewiston Grade Road at 3:38 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Dec, 22. 

Investigation revealed that three snow- 
mobilers, all on separate sleds, were travei- 
ing down Lewiston Grade Road at a high 
rate of speed and missed a corner on the 
snowmobile trail, which was marked. All 
three snowmobilers drove off the road and 
into the woods and were thrown from their 
snowmobiles. All three females were trans- 
ported to Mercy Hospital Grayling to be 
evaluated for injuries. 

Investigation found that speed and inex- 
perience were reasons for the accident. The 
teens were also listening to iPods while dri- 
ving, which contributed to the accident. 
Alcohol was not a factor in the accident. All 
three snowmobiles were 800 cc snowmo- 
biles and all three drivers were teenage girls 
from Ohio. Names are being withheld due 
to ages and notification of family.

“We are hoping that prap- 
erty owners will direct their 
contractors to do what they 
should be doing to properly 
remove the snow,” Thayer 
said.

On Saturday, Dec. 19, the 
Michigan Legislature 
adopted several pieces of 
legislation to bring the state 
in line to receive the federal 
funds. 

“Michigan will lead this 
nation with the new educa- 
tion system we are forging,” 
state Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Mike 
Flanagan said. “There is no 
lack of courageous leader- 
ship at the local school 
level, and we will begin to 
see that unfold over the next 
several weeks.” 

Michigan would be cligi- 
ble to receive up $400 mil- 
lion to support education 
and is vigorously going 
after the funds, Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers 
said, 

Local and intermediate 
school district must have 
signed memorandums of 
understanding to be eligible 
to receive the funds. The 
local agreement needs to be 
signed by Powers, School 


Board President Carol] 
Ramaswamy and = Karen 
Leslie, president of the 


American Federation of 
Teachers union for the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

Powers said that all par- 
tics are waiting to receive 
more detailed information 
from the Michigan 
Department of Education 
and state lawmakers before 
signing the pact to receive 
the funding. 

“We want to know what 
we're signing off on as far 
as our = commitment,” 
Powers said. 

Although refined details 
of the state legislation is not 
in hand, Powers said the 
district could receive up to 
$200,000 {to spend on 
instruction and learning. 
The deadline to file the 
memorandum of under- 
standing with the state in 
Jan. 7. 

“We are very cautious 
about this, but we also want 
10 enure we can be in line 
for grant funding if it 
becomes available,” Powers 
said. “We plan on partici- 
paling to secure the grant 
funding, especially — in 
today’s time.”

“We looked at 
each other and said, ‘What 
do we do now?’ We had no 
money, no property, no fac- 
ulty, no employees.” 

Bovee passed away on 
May 28, 2009, at Mercy 
Hospital in Grayling at the 
age of 82. With the excep- 
tion of two years, Bovee 
served as a Kirtland board 
member from 1966 to 2007, 
-a total of 39 years. That 
included {2 years as the 
board’s chairman. 

“He just liked it,” said Fay 
Bovee, his wife of 63 years. 
“That was his whole life - I 
think. 

“See, he liked kids. He 
liked young people,” she 
added of her husband’s 
bond with Kirtland. “It’s 
something he liked to do. 
He believed in young peo- 
ple.” 


Besides his work at KCC, 
Bovee was a_ long-time 
teacher for Crawford- 
AuSable Schools, teaching 
math and science at 
Grayling High School, as 
well as directing school 
plays. He was also a civic 
leader, volunteering with the 
local R.S.V.P program and 
the Kiwanis Club, which he 
joined in 1951 and later 
served as the organization’s 
secretary for more than 25 


years. 
According to KCC 
Foundation director Tim 


Hagen-Foley, the family is 
looking to establish a schol- 
arship in Bovee’s name. 
Fay, herself a long-time 
teacher for Crawford- 
AuSable Schools, has said 
the family will match dollar 
for dollar up to $7,500 any 
funds raised for the scholar- 
ship during the fund-raising 
drive this fall and early win- 
ter. 

“The family is putting 
forth a very generous incen- 
tive to help establish this 
scholarship fund in honor of 
Robert Bovee,” Hagen- 
Foley said. “We are hoping 
that people within our local 
communities, and within the 
college itself, will see the 
benefit of donating to this 
fund, as we try to help stu- 


dents now and in the 
future.” 

The Robert Bovee

Although the Kirtland’s Warbler is
